Chances Are 

Against the Player. 

Just a w’ord about systems of gam¬ 
bling followed by various players. 
Their name Is legion—some plausible, 
some ridiculous, some based on elab¬ 
orate calculations, some giving won¬ 
derful results on paper, and all falling 
woefully at the tables. 

“After fifteen years of experience at 
Monte Carlo,” writes a new’spaper cor¬ 
respondent, “costing a sum I should be 
ashamed to name, after a thorough in¬ 
vestigation of more than 400 different 
systems and progressions, after hav¬ 
ing employed a mathematician, I can 
say with certainty that it is absolutely 
Impossible for any system to win at 
Monte Carlo. Sir Hiram Maxim is 
wrong when he says the chances are 
ten to one against the player. I say 
they are a hundred to one against the 
player.” 

This is rather an overstatement, for 
a few players do win, by luck, not by 
system, or by a system based on luck, 
as when a man backs the number of 
his hotel room or a woman backs her 
age. Perhaps 2 or 3 per cent of the 
players w’in occasionally, and the rest 
lose, not only because of the bank’s 
percentage and the restraining maxi¬ 
mum, but because this is a struggle 
between a man and a machine—a man 
with nerves and emotions, a machine 
with no nerves and no emotions. Let 
the system be ever so perfect, the gam¬ 
bler with strength of w’ill to follow it 
1 has not yet been born. If he had such 
strength of w’ill, he would not be a 
gambler.—Cleveland Moffett In Suc¬ 
cess Magazine.

Assemblyman RichardJury of San 
Male'o, a member of the Shannon In¬ 
vestigating ('ommittee who on Tuesday 
last at a meeting of the inquisitors, de¬ 
clared that Governor Gillett and the 
State Administration had intentionally 
hindered the investigation of the State 
Printing OfUce, spent a few very un¬ 
pleasant minutes with the Governor 
last evening. 

Meeting Jury in his oftice at the 
Capitol, late yesterday afternoon, the 
Kxecutive took the San Mateo man to 
task for his accusations regarding the 
alleged attitude of the administration. 
The Governor spoke in language that 
was plain. He demanded of Jury 
that he explain, and Jury resorted to 
tlie time-worn subterfuge of saying 
that he had been misquoted by news¬ 
paper men who were present when he 
made his charges. 

Governor Gillett was compelled to 
accept the statement of Jury, but later 
learned from the other members that 
J ury had been reported correctly in the 
newspapers . His Excellency was in¬ 
formed that Jury had complained 
that the State Printing Office in<iuiry 
had been hindered by the Governor 
and other State officials. 

Whereupon Governor Gillett showed 
a great deal of consideration for the 
newspaper men who called at his 
office during the day by kindly tell¬ 
ing them that he had not and did not 
l)elieve they had mis(juoled Jury; that 
he had demanded an explanation from 
the San Mateo man and had received 
an answer that cast suspicion ou the 
reporters who had attended the meet¬ 
ing on Tuesday, a suspicion which he 
had ascertained, he said, was unjust. 

Inasmuch as The Pee (juoted the re¬ 
marks of Jury verbatim, Senator- 
Miguel Estudillo, of Riverside, CJiair- 
jiian of the Commitlee, and Assembly- 
man George Root, of Grass Valley, one 
the investigators, ollered this morning 
to publicly announce that The l>ee had 
correctly ((noted Jury if the report of 
the meeting as published in 'I'he Hee 
Tuesday was ((ueslioned. 

“I know that Jury was not niis- 
<(Uoted,” said Governor Gillett to-day. 
“1 have learned that he was ((noted 
correctly. 1 asked Jury to] explain 
yesterday and he said he had been 
*mis((Uoled. He did not answer me 
truthfully. 1 do not want you to un¬ 
derstand tliat 1 think Jury was niis- 
((uoted by The Hee. 1 have found 
out, as 1 said, that he was not reported j 
incorrectly.” . i 

riaid Senator Estudillo on the same 
subject; 

“Jury was not mis((Uoted i)y The 
IJee or by the other (lapers tlnit I have 
seen. The Hee ((noted him as saying 
that the kind of help given the tlom- 
mittee by the Governor was the kind 
Heney could expect to receive if he 
went to the higher-ups and asked for aid 
in seeking out evidence against them. 
Jury did make such a statement and 
also declared the investigation had 
been hindered by the Governor. 

Assemblvman Root, who defended 
the Governor last Tuesday, when His 
Excellency was assailedby Jury, said: 

“The Hee ((noted mecorrectlyandalso 
Jury. If Jury had not attacked the 
Governor there would have been no 
reason for me saying what I did in 
the Executive’s defense. Any one 
reading an account of the meeting on 
Tuesday could see that at once. The 
Hee ({noted Jury correctly.”—Sacra¬ 
mento Hee, Dec. I>d.

Effect of Fear on Wounds. 

The f«*ar of poison in a lacerated 
wound under certain circumstances is 
in Itself quite sufficient to give a 
wounded man tetanus, or lockjaw, 
than which no more horrible complica¬ 
tion exists. Thus for d long time It 
was thought that the natives of the 
Solomon and other neighboring islands 
used poi.^oned arrows, and many white 
men shot by them died in tetanic con¬ 
vulsions, Including one very horrible 
case of a commander in the navy who 
had hiade a special study of tetanus. 

At length the French governor of 
New Caledonia, noticing that the symp¬ 
toms exhibited w’ere not consistent 
with the use of any known poison, ap¬ 
pointed a medical commission to In¬ 
quire into the affair, when it was dis¬ 
covered that the arrows of the natives 
were not poisoned at all, although con¬ 
structed in cnch a way that a small 
piece of the bone point almost always 
remained in the wound. The irritation 
produced by this prevented the wound 
from healing quickly, and the mental 
disturbance pruduceil by fear and per¬ 
haps change of climate did the rest. 

It was dis(a)verc(l at the same time 
that the natives of <.iher islands who 
firmly believed in the poison theory 
seldom suffered mu< h inconvenience 
from the arrow wounds, because they 
believed that the spells given them by 
their own sorcerers prevented the poi¬ 
son from taking effect.—Pall Mall Ga¬ 
zette. ‘

Some of the Winners That Were 
Not Liked as Youngsters. 


BOUGHT FOR A MERE TRIFLE. 

$ 


Little Wonder, Who Carried Off the 

Blue Ribbon In 1840, Cost His Own¬ 
er Only $325—The Successes of Vol- 

tigeur and Thorrnanby. 

Stories of Derby winners having 
been sold as youngsters for exceed¬ 
ingly small sums are fairly numerous, 
and without going too far back into 
the recesses of the past at least two 
instances can be cited of animals des- 
tin'ed ultimately to win the “blue rib¬ 
bon of the turf’ which as yearlings 
no one thought good enough to buy. 
Voltigeur was one of these, and the 
other was Thorrnanby. 

Voltigeur was bred by Robert Ste¬ 
phenson in 1S47 and as a yearling was 
sent up to be sold at the Doncaster 
sales, a reserve price of $1,750 being 
placed on him. Not a man was found 
to bid that much for him; consequently 
he was withdraAvn. 

In all probability he would have re¬ 
mained unsold had not Williamson, a 
relative by marriage of Lord Zetland, 
seen him and, having taken a fancy to 
him, finally persuaded his lordship to 
buy him. 

His judgment was triumphantly vin¬ 
dicated, for not only did Voltigeur win 
the Derby and St. Iveger, but he suc¬ 
ceeded in establishing a line of thor¬ 
oughbreds which is at present domi¬ 
nant on the English turf and likely to 
remain so for some time to come. 

Thormanb.v, too, was sent up to be 
disposed at the Doncaster and, like 
Voltigeur, did not reach a nominal re¬ 
serve. Desirous of getting rid of him. 
however, riummer, his breeder, re¬ 
quested his famous trainer. Matt Daw¬ 
son, to come and have a thorough look 
at him. 

This Dawson did and, perceiving at 
a glance good points about him, which 
no one else apparently had noticed, 
bought hint for Merry, his i>atron. 
Sti'ange enough, Daw’son gave the 
same figure for Thorrnanby as that 
paid for Voltigeur. 

As a two-year-old Thorinanby ran 
fourteen times and out of this number 
scored nine wins, and in ttip Derby of 
the following year he beat a field of 
thirty. It was said that the race net¬ 
ted Merry the nice sum of ,$200,000. 

The cheapest horse that ever won 
the Derby was Little Wonder, which 
W’as successful in 18-10, for he cost his 
owner, Robertson, the meager sum of 
only $.".2.-). 

Spaniel, too. winner of the race in 
1831. was picked up for a very small 
sum. Lord Egerton, his breeder, letting 
him go for $7.'30. 

Pyrrhus ,L. which won in 1846, was 
purchased by .John Day, the noted 
trainer, as a yearling at Doncaster, 
Gully, the pugilist, taking a half In¬ 
terest in him. 

As a two-year-old the horse never 
ran, and seemingly his abilities were 
then of an unknown quantity, for at 
the end of the season Day agreed to 
sell his half share in him to Gully for 
$.500. Day’s chagrin at his subsequent 
victory in the Derby was very great. 

Teddington, the winner of 18.51, was 
bred by a blacksmith. wl»o sold him 
as a foal, together with his dam, to 
Sir Joseph IlaAvley for $1,250 and a 
further $5,000 if he Avon the Derby. 

Sir Joseph and his confederate, Mas¬ 
sey Stanhope, to whom the horse real¬ 
ly belonged, profited largely over the 
success, and the jockey, Marson, who 
rode the horse, received $10,000 as a 
token of victory, which in those days 
was unprecedented. 

Sainfoin, which carried the colors of 
Sir James Miller to the front, was an 
exceptionally fortunate purchase- by 
John Porter, the trainer. He bought 
the colt out of the Hampton Court lot 
of .vearlings in 1888 for the very rea¬ 
sonable price of $2,720, Sir Robert Dar- 
dine taking a half interest in him. 

As a tw’o-year-old he was seen only 
once in public, and he Avon his race 
with the greatest ease. The year fol¬ 
lowing he won the Esher stakes in a 
canter, after which he was sold to 
Sir James Miller for $30,000 and a con¬ 
tingency of half the stakes if he won 
the Derby. It AAas indeed a profitable 
deal for Porter and Sir Robert. 

Another Instance of Porter’s shrevi-d- 
ness as a horse dealer was his pur¬ 
chase of the great horse Isonomy for 
the bagatelle figure, comparatively 
speaking, of $1,800. The real owmer 
w-as Fred Gretton. 

Isonomy gave no real promise of his 
worth as a two-year-old, his only vic¬ 
tory being a nursery stake in the lat¬ 
ter part of the season. As a three- 
year-old he was not seen in public un¬ 
til the Cambridgeshire, which he won 
easily by two lengths and Incidentally 
earped no less than $200,000 in bets 

for his owner. 

Had he been in the classic races he 


would in all probability have cleaned 
the board. 

As a four-year-old he won the gold 
cup at Ascot and the Goodwood and 
Brighton cups and crow-ned these feats 
by literall.v running aAV'ay with the 
Great Ebor handicap, carrying the 
crushing Avelght of 136 pounds. 

The following .year Isonomy proved 
himself a better horse than ever, not 
only winning the Ascot gold cup again, 
but also the Manchester cup with the 
almost impossible burden, one would 
think, of 138 pounds. 

It has been calculated that altogeth¬ 
er Isonomy won for his owner up¬ 
ward of .$.500,000 in stakes and bets, 
which for an $1,800 investment was a 
colossal profit.—Brooklyn Eagle.

What are the studies? 

The first year they are Fhiglish, 5

If any boy feels that he cannot take 
a three years’ course he may come for 
one or two years and may lake any’ 
studies for which he is tpialilied.
